London, May 22.- The w orst suffra­ 
gette riot London has known occurred 
when hundreds of m ilitants gave b at­ 
tle to the police in the grounds of 
Buckingham Palace. 
The fight was m arked by incredible 
brutality. 
Scores 
of 
women 
were 
beaten by the king's guards, when, 
Amazon like, they engaged in hand-to- 
hand conflict with 
the 
authorities. 
Forty were arrested. 
Mrs. Kmineline P ankhurst, m ilitant 
leader, and several of her aides, in­ 
cluding her daughter. Sylvia, were ar 
rested (luring the fighting, and when 
they reached the police station they 
broke away from their captors and 
w recked the place, 
('h airs and ink 
wells were throw n by them , and vain 
able court Vee©rdff frere destroyed. 
King George and Queen Mary re ­ 
turned from Aldershot, w here they ha I 
spent five days inspecting the cam p 
th ere and went to M arlborough House. 
The m ilitants expected them to go to 
B uckingham Palace, and earlier in the 
week had notified the authorities that 
they would 
call th ere and present 
their grievances. 
Home S ecretary M cKenna informed 
the women th at they would not be 
perm itted 
to 
invade 
the 
palace 
grounds, and they replied that they 
would go there despite the obje* Hon 
of the authorities. 
As the arm y of women was moving 
along Constitution Hill two policemen 
suddenly seized Mrs. P an k h u rst and 
hurried her off to the police station 
Mrs. P an k h u rst's bodyguard of wo 
men, chosen tor their courage and 
strength, gave an angry shout and at 
ta c k s tile politem en. but were dis 
persed with disheveled hair and t r i 
dresses. 
T he palace grounds were carefully 
sta rc h ed , for the fear p r e v a i l I that 
fanatics am ong the women might ut 
tem pt to do the king bodily harm.
